a. CAPRIFORM will depend on us entirely for the economic and 
physical security of his family, who will be in Munich. 

b. He will rely on our good-will and support for the furtherance 
of his academic and/or intelligence career. 

c. His professional interest - the study of the Russian emigra- 
tion will induce him to submit to our general and specific 
policy and operational decisions, according to his explicit 
statement. 

d. His activities will be checked by complete CIS surveillance 
and possibly by other CIC and/or police surveillance. 

CAPRIFORM will function overtly as a faculty member of the 
University of Munich, engaged in teaching and research. The 
case officer will play the role of an American with undisclosed 
affiliations. The organization as such will play no role in 
the operation.
